Note:— (1) “Provident Fund” means a provident fund to 
which the provisions of the Provident Fund Act. 1925 (19 
of 1925) apply and includes a provident fund which has been 
and continues to be recognised by the Commissioner of 
Income Tax in accordance with the Provisions of Chapter 
IXA of the Income-tax Act, 1922 (1 1 of 1922) and a piovident 
fund established by or under any law for the time being in 
force. 

(2) No holder shall under any circumstances hold more 
than twenty-five thousand rupees, taking into account the 
holding in his own name or holdings held by him jointly 
with any other holder. For the purposes of calculating The 
individual holding of Ten-Year Treasury Savings Deposit 
Certificates, when two persons hold jointly, one-half of the 
joint holdings shall" be deemed to belong to each. 


(3) If through any cause except by inheritance, survivorship, 
award by Government for meritorious services or statutory 
devolution, certificates are held in excess of the prescribed 
limit, the certificates representing the excess shall be cancelled 
and the deposit refunded without any interest whatsoever 
after reducting therefrom any amount that may have been 
paid thereon by way of interest.”

No 33 MS(17)/57 — I lit Bombay Steam Navigation Com 
pany, a subsidiary company of Scindias who are operating 
passenger services on the West Coast from Bombay to Dhabof, 
Vcnguili and Purnagad bid represented m 1955 that they 
should be allowed to increase the clerk lares by 33 1/3% as 
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they were incurring heavy losses in maintaining the services. 
At the same time, representations were also received by 
Government from various passenger associations for a Reduc- 
tion In the existing level of fares. This matter was examined 
by a one man Commission consisting of Shri N. S. I.okur, 
Chairman, Railway Rates Tribunal, and on Its recommenda- 
tions the Government of India allowed the shipping company 
to increase fares by 1094 with effect from the 1st September 
19156. 

2. The Bombay Steam Navigation Company have again 
represented to Government that the quantum of increase In 
the fares allowed in 1956 is not adequate to cover their 
losses in maintaining the service and unless fares are further 
increased or other substantial financial help Is given to them, 
they would be forced to discontinue the services. Govern- 
ment have also received several representations from the 
travelling public urging a reduction in the existing fares. 

8. Having regard to the fact that a large number of indus- 
trial labour in the Konkan Coast is dependent upon the 
passenger services, Government consider it essential to find 
a solution, which will be equitable lioth to the company and 
to the travelling public, so that the services could be main- 
tained without any Interruption, They have accordingly 
decided to set up an ad hoc Committee to go Into the entire 
question of maintenance of steamer services on the Konkan 
Coast. The Committee shall consist of the following:

4. The Committee shall examine and report on all problems 
both Immediate and long term connected with the continu- 
ance of the passenger services on the Konkan Coast by the 
Bombay Steam Navigation Company (1953) Ltd. in order to 
meet adequately the requirements of the travelling public at 
reasonable fares. The Committee may also examine if it 
thinks necessary the connected problem of the Bombay Har- 
bour Service, and such other matters as may lie brought to 
its notice during the course of its enquiry, which have a 
bearing on the question of maintenance of the steamer 
service on the Konkan coast. 

5. The Committee shall have its headquarters at Bombay 
and shall submit its report within six months.
